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REPORT 


OF  THE 


STATE    NORMAL    SCHOOL. 


To  the  Governor  and  General  Assembly : 

The  twelfth  biennial  report  of  the  State  Normal  School  is 
respectfully  submitted,  covering  the  period  from  April  9,  1906, 
to  April  9,  1908.  The  normal  school  was  established  by  Act 
of  the  General  Assembly,  July  7,  1884,  "for  the  benefit  of 
such  white  persons  of  either  sex  as  desire  and  intend  to 
teach  in  the  public  schools  of  Louisiana".  It  was  opened 
November  1,  1885,  and  is  now  in  its  twenty -third  annual 
session. 

Purpose. 

The  normal  school  has  steadfastly  adhered  to  the  single 
purpose  for  which  it  was  created.  Many  of  the  normal 
schools  in  the  north,  and  most  of  those  in  the  south,  have 
taken  up  college  work  and  added  courses  of  business  and  in- 
dustrial training,  appealing  to  students  who  do  not  intend  to 
become  teachers ;  but  this  school  has  consistently  devoted  its 
whole  energy  and  income  to  the  one  function  of  training  men 
and  women  for  the  public  school  service. 

Normal  school  means  standard  school.  And  a  state  normal 
school  should  stand  as  the  type  by  which  the  other  schools 
of  the  state  are  to  be  measured.  The  Louisiana  Normal 
School  has  served  this  purpose  well.  It  has  vitally  influenced 
the  schools  of  every  parish  in  the  state  and  almost  every 
ward  and  school  district.  Country  schools,  town  and  city 
schools,  church  and  private  schools,  business  and  industrial 
schools,  have  drawn  teachers  from  the  normal  school  and 
gradually  adjusted  their  teaching  to  a  new  standard.  In  this 
way,  the  whole  school  system  has  been  steadily  uplifted  and 
its  mode  of  work  made  better  by  the  normal  school. 
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Public  School    Campaign. 

When  the  normal  school  began  its  work  twenty  odd  years 
ago,  there  was  no  demand  for  its  product,  nobody  wanted 
trained  teachers  for  the  public  schools.  To  the  average  citizen 
of  that  time  the  public  school  was  an  eleemosynary  institution, 
a  charity  school.  It  was  the  "free  school"  for  children  too 
poor  to  pay  tuition,  and  naturally  there  was  not  much  con- 
cern about  what  sort  of  teacher  kept  school. 

Youog  lawyers,  elderly  ministers,  girls  from  boarding 
school,  anybody  of  fair  scholarship  with  nothing  else  to  do, 
was  considered  eligible  to  the  position  of  public  school 
teacher. 

One  of  the  first  things  undertaken  by  the  ne^ly  established 
normal  school  was  a  campaign  of  the  state,  to  set  the  public 
school  in  a  new  light  before  the  people.  To  this  end,  a 
system  of  institutes,  summer  schools  and  popular  school  meet- 
ings, planned  by  Dr.  Sheib,  first  president  of  the  school,  was 
perfected  and  put  into  effect  by  Col.  Boyd,  his  successor. 

They  took  the  normal  school  idea  into  every  parish,  set  up 
new  standards  of  public  school  efficiency,  and  everywhere 
enlisted  citizens  in  the  development  of  public  education  as 
the  foremost  civic  duty. 

In  this  work  the  normal  school  sent  out  a  succession  of 
distinguished  school  experts,  Smith,  Brumbaugh,  Himes, 
Chambers,  Aswell  and  Keeny,  in  turn,  to  leal  this  campaign, 
to  teach  teachers  how  to  teach  and  help  parents  and  school 
boards  to  get  good  teaching  done  in  their  schools. 

With  the  assistance  of  other  teachers  from  the  normal 
school  and  support  from  public  school  men  all  over  the  state, 
these  evangelists  carried  the  gospel  of  good  schools  into  every 
corner  of  the  commonwealth.  And  the  rich  harvest  from  their 
sowing  is  now  coming  in — ioday  public  education  is  the 
paramount  concern  of  the  people  of  Louisiana. 

Demand  for  Trained  Teachers. 

With  this  awakening  of  popular  interest  in  the  public 
schools,  the  inquiry  for  expert  teachers  began.  Wherever 
the  work  of  the  trained  teacher  was  seen,  a  permanent  demand 
for  it  was  created.  Each  teacher  sent  out  from  the  normal 
.'chool  became  a  new  factor  of  this  demand  for  good  teaching. 
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And  as  the  number  of  normal  school  graduates  at  work  in  the 
state  increased  from  year  to  year,  the  number  of  calls  for 
them  increased  in  proportion.  At  this  time,  the  parisli 
school  boards  call  upon  the  normal  school  for  more  teachers 
than  it  can  supply,  and  every  graduate  is  sure  of  an  inviting 
field  of  work,  with  a  good  salary,  as  soon  as  the  training 
course  is  completed. 

The  demand  for  trained  men  is  especially  urgent.  They 
are  needed  for  country  schools,  town  principalships,  high 
school  positions  and  parish  and  city  superin'endencies. 

The  Summer  Term. 

Up  to  the  year  1903  the  normal  school  was  in  session 
eight  months  a  year,  the  other  four  months  being  devoted  to 
the  field  work  in  institutes  and  summer  schools. 

To  meet  the  growing  demand  for  teachers,  the  summer 
vacation  was  cut  out,  and  the  field  work  turned  over  to  the 
Department  of  Education,  which  is  ably  continuing  it;  and 
the  normal  school  continues  in  session  twelve  months  every 
year.  The  addition  of  the  summer  term  increases  the  school's 
capacity  for  graduating  teachers  nearly  fifty  per  cent. 

To  continue  regular  school  work  through  the  entire 
summer  was  an  experiment,  one  that  had  never  been  tried  in 
the  south,  and  only  once  in  the  north,  by  the  Minne  ota 
Normal  School,  which  abandoned  it  after  the  first  year. 

Here  it  proved  an  unqualified  success.  Contrary  to 
popular  belief,  the  climatic  conditions  were  found  quite  as 
favorable  for  hard  work  in  midsummer  as  at  other  seasons  of 
the  year. 

The  summer  term  affords  opportunity  for  teachers  who 
must  earn  a  living  for  themselves  and  their  families  by  teach- 
ing through  the  public  school  term,  to  come  to  the  normal 
school  and  get  good  training  while  their  own  schools  are 
c'osed  for  the  summer  vacation.  Eveiy  year  a  large  number 
of  men  and  woman  of  this  class  are  raised  toward  the  rank  of 
trained  teacher  and  qua'ified  for  better  positions  and  higher 
salaries. 

Relation  to  the  State. 

The  normal  school  bears  a  most  intimate  relation  to  the 
service  of  the  state.  Some  graduates  of  the  other  state  schools 
go  into  public  service ;   but  most  of  them  go  from  school  into 
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professional   or  business   pursuits  on  their   own  account,  and 
make  only  an   indirect   return  to  the  state  for  their  training. 

But  every  graduate  of  the  normal  school  goes  at  once 
into  public  service,  and  makes  immediate  return  to  the  state 
for  his  training.  And  everj^  dollar  devoted  to  the  training  of 
teachers  is  just  so  much  spent  in  the  way  of  improving  an 
important  branch  of  the  public  service.  This  is  strongly  stated 
in  the  r  port  of  the  vState  Superintendent  of  Education: 

"The  school  without  a  qualified  teacher  is  a  dead  thing. 
The  great  single  need  is  aa  earnest,  trained  teacher  of  supe- 
rior qualities  of  mind  and  heart  in  every  school  room. 

I  commend  most  earnestly  this 
important  matter  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  General 
Assembly.  The  money  expended  for  the  training  of  teachers 
yields  rich  returns  in  the  lives  of  our  children". 

The  Training  Course. 

But  teachers  cannot  be  trained  in  a  day,  nor  in  a  week 
or  in  a  month.  A  day  in  the  parish  teachers'  meeting,  a 
week  in  the  institute,  or  five  or  six  weeks  in  the  summer 
school,  may  show  the  value  of  training  and  quicken  the 
desire  to  get  it.  These  gatherings  give  fresh  inspiration  to 
the  teacher  already  trained  for  his  work,  as  a  month  at  the 
Polyclinic  keeps  the  trained  physician  from  falling  behind 
his  profession. 

But  institutes  and  summer  schools  can  no  more  supply 
trained  teachers  than  bar  associations  and  medical  societies 
can  supply  trained  practitioners. 

Graduates  of  the  universities  and  the  better  colleges  come 
to  the  normal  school  and  complete  the  training  course  in  one 
year.  They  already  have  good  scholarship  and  are  trained 
in  accurate  thinking.  And  in  a  year  they  can  get  clear 
notions  of  the  child's  powers  and  limitations,  and  master  the 
details  of  work  in  the  model  school. 

But  students  with  abundant  scholarship  and  trained 
intelligence  are  few  in  comparison  with  the  number  who  have 
little  scholarship  and  almost  no  training  in  independent 
thinking.  Nine  tenths  of  the  students  come  directly  from 
the  country  school  or  the  village  high  school,  and  have  to 
begin  at  the  beginning. 
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To  develope  this  crude  material  into  strong,  well 
informed,  self-reliant  men  and  women,  equip  them  witli 
keen  insight  into  child  thought  and  warm  sympathy  for  child 
life,  and  qualify  them  to  lead  children  into  clear  thinking  and 
riglit  living,  is  as  great  a  work  as  to  train  men  to  be  doctors 
or  lawyers  or  engineers.  And  it  takes  as  much  time  and 
money  to  do  it  well. 

Maintenance. 

The  state  can  well  afford  to  make  liberal  allowance  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  normal  school  and  for  the  extension  of 
its  work.  No  other  appropriation,  not  even  that  for  the 
courts,  reaches  so  large  a  part  of  the  people  or  affects  so  many 
families  and  firesides  as  the  money  spent  for  public  educa- 
tion. The  efficiency  of  the  public  school  is  in  strict  propor- 
tion to  the  efficiency  of  the  teachers.  And  every  dollar  the 
state  spends  in  training  its  teachers  is  returned  a  hundred  or  a 
thousand  fold  in  the  lives  of  the  children. 

The  present  appropriation  for  maintenance  of  the  normal 
school  is  $30,000.00.  This  should  be  increased  to  #36,000.00. 
for  the  ensuing  year  and  $40,000.00  for  the  following  ytar. 
With  such  provision,  the  school  could  so  enlarge  its  equip- 
ment and  teaching  corps  as  to  greatly  increase  its  present 
capacity  for  furnishing  trained  teachers  to  the  parish  school 
boards. 

The  normal  school  is  now  graduating  about  110  teachers  a 
year,  but  it  ought  to  be  prepared  to  send  out  twice  as  many. 

Improvement. 

For  the  first  twenty  years  of  its  existence,  the  normal 
school  lived  in  antiquated  buildings  and  temporary  wooden 
structures  erected  from  time  to  time  to  meet  the  urgent 
necessities  of  its  growth. 

The  first  step  toward  modernizing  the  physical  equipment 
of  the  school  was  the  erection  of  the  new  permanent  build- 
ing, which  was  completed  and  occupied  in  February  of  this 
year. 

To  this  building  were  devoted  the  entire  appropriations 
made  by  the  General  Assembly  for  improvements  for  four 
years,  aggregating  $91,000.00. 

Within  the  next  four  years,  it  is  hoped  that  a  still  greater 
advance  may  be  made;  and  that  by  the  end  of  that  period  the 
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other    temporary    buildings  may  be  replaced  by    permanent 

structures. 

Mode!  School. 

The  old  model  school  building  was  put  up  to  serve  as  an 
example  of  the  inexpensive  school  house  made  wholesome 
and  sanitary,  ard  housing  the  largest  number  of  children  at 
minimum  expense.  It  served  that  purpose  well  and  marked 
a  distinct  advance  in  public  school  buildings. 

Ten  years  ago  the  new  constitution  made  it  practicable  for 
communities  to  vote  special  taxes  to  build  school  houses; 
and  progressive  communities  in  all  parts  of  the  state  are 
building  or  preparing  to  build  school  houses  as  permanent 
and  substantial  as  the  court  houses  and  jails. 

A  model  school  house  suited  to  the  new  conditions  is 
needed  at  ihe  normal  school,  so  that  teachers  serving  their 
apprenticeship  may  learn  the  physical  equipment  of  a  good 
public  school,  while  learning  the  public  school  course  of 
instruction. 

A  ten-room  building  of  this  kind,  modern  in  every  respect, 
will  cost  $36,000.00,  and  the  furniture  for  it  about  $4,000.00. 
Men's  Dormitory. 

In  the  biennial  reports  of  1902,  1904  and  1906,  it  was 
earnestly  recommended  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  a 
dormitory  for  young  men.  And  this  recommendation  is  now 
most  earnestly  renewed. 

The  public  schools  need  men.  They  are  wanted  for  country 
schools  and  town  schools  alike,  for  principalships  and  in- 
structorships  in  high  schools  and  for  school  superintenden- 
cies.  And  these  important  places  ought  to  have  the  very  best 
men  in  the  state. 

A  dormitory  for  men  would  go  a  long  way  toward  enlisting 
the  needed  men  in  the  public  school  service.  Young  women 
at  the  normal  school  have  excellent  provision  for  their  wel- 
fare and  comfort  in  the  boarding  club,  and  live  at  moderate 
expense.  But  the  men  have  poor  accommodations  and  pay 
high  rates  for  them.  With  a  good  dormitory  and  attractive 
surroundings,  the  number  of  men  attending  the  normal 
school  would  steadily  increase,  and  the  great  disparity  be- 
tween the  number  of  men  and  women  in  training  for  school 
work  would  gradually  disappear. 

To  build  and  furnish  such  a  dormitory  would  cost  #30,000.00. 
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Other  Improvements   Needed. 

1 .  Two  of  the  buildings  are  now  heated  by  steam  from  a 
central  heating  plant.  To  secure  uniform  service  in  this  res- 
pect, and  to  provide  further  safeguard  against  fire,  the  other 
buildings  should  be  steam  heated.  To  increase  the  capacity 
of  the  central  plant  and  install  radiators  in  the  remaining 
buildings  would  cost  $7,500.00. 

2.  A  sewer  is  needed  in  order  to  make  effective  the  san- 
itary closets  of  the  new  building  and  provide  similar  closets 
for  the  other  buildings.     It  can  be  constructed  for  $4,000.00. 

3.  There  are  no  permanent  walks  on  the  normal  grounds 
and  students  and  teachers  travel  through  the  mud  on  many 
days  of  every  year.  Permanent  concrete  walks  with  the 
necessary  grading  for  them  would  cost  $4,250.00;  and  that 
sum  spent  in  this  way  would  bring  a  handsome  return  in 
health  and  in  the  neatness  and  beauty  of  the  buildings  and 
grounds. 

4.  To  supply  the  building  with  modern  furniture,  and  the 
necessary  apparatus  for  science,  handcraft  and  agricultural 
instruction,  now  indispensable  to  the  trained  teacher, 
the  school  needs  an  appropriation  of  $5,500.00. 

5.  For  the  library,  books,  furniture  and  supplies,  a  special 
appropriation  of  $2,500.00  is  needed. 

6.  For  a  laundry,  urgently  required  as  a  safeguard  against 
contagion,  the  sum  of  $4,800.00  is  needed. 

Finances. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1906,  was  asked  to  appropriate 
$54,000.00  for  the  completion  of  the  permanent  building. 
This  sum  was  allowed  in  the  general  appropriation  bill,  but 
was  afterward  reduced  $16,000.00.  With  the  reduced  ap- 
propriation it  was  impossible  to  complete  the  building. 

To  avoid  two  years  delay  in  getting  the  building  ready  for. 
use,  the  building  committee  of  the  Board  of  Administrators 
thought  it  expedient  to  go  on  with  the  work,  and  look  to  the 
next  General  Assembly  to  supply  the  deficiency.  After 
consultation  with  the  Governor  and  Superintendent  of  Edu- 
cation, this  course  was  decided  upon  and  the  building  com- 
pleted and  occupied.  An  appropriation  of  $16,000.00  to  cover 
this  deficiency  is  recommended.

THIRTEENTH  BIENNIAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

LOUISIANA  STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 


Jo  the  Governor  and  General  Assembly : 

The  repoit  of  the  Louisiana  State  Normal  School  is  re- 
spectfully submitted,  covering  the  period  from  August  5,  1908, 
to  April  15,  1910.  The  normal  school  was  established  by  Act 
of  the  General  Assembly,  July  7,  1884,  "for  the  benefit  of 
such  white  persons  of  either  sex  as  may  desire  and  Intend  to 
teach  in  the  public  schools  of  Louisiana  "  It  was  opened 
November  1,  1885,  and  is  now  closing  its  twenty -fifth  annual 
session. 

STATEMENT  OF  CONDITIONS. 

Considering  the  demands,  the  Louisiana  State  Normal 
School  is  the  most  inadequately  equipped  institution  in 
Louisiana,  the  most  poorly  equipped  State  Normal  School  in 
the  United  States. 

The  Normal  and  Industrial  College  of  Mississippi,  organ- 
ized in  the  year  1884,  the  year  the  Louisiana  State  Normal 
School  was  created,  has  thirteen  brick  buildings,  including 
handsome  hospital  library,  music,  and  gymnasium  buildings. 
The  Louisiana  State  Normal  School  has  two  brick  buildings 
(one  of  which  is  now  being  built)  and  six  temporary  frame 
fire  traps,  with  no  model  school  building,  science  building, 
hospital,  library,  or  gymnasium. 

In  1908  the  state  of  Missouri  appropriated  for  the  War- 
rensburg  Normal  school,  one  of  several  Normal  schools  in 
that  state,  over  seventy  thousand  dollars  a  year  for  teachers' 
salaries;  the  state  of  Kansas  appropriated  to  the  Normal 
school  at  Emporia  one  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollars  a 
year  for  salaries  alone;  the  state  cf  Iowa  appropriated  two 
hundred  and  twelve  thousand,  five  hundred  dollars  for  the 
support  of  the  Normal  school  at  Cedar  Falls ;  and  in  the  same 
year,  1908,  the  state  of  Louisiana  appropriated  to  her  one 
Normal  school  for  a  twelve -month  session,  including  salaries, 
incidentals,  and  cost  of  insurance,  the  sum  of  forty  thousand 
dollars.

other  institutions  in  the  sum  of  $25,000,  this  amount  was  borrowed  by 

Governor   Sanders  and   applied  to   the  purpose  of  making    the    Club 

habitable  and  comfortable  and  to  liquidating  additional  debts  owed 
by  the  School.

In  1907  it  cost  the  state  $45.30  a  student  for  8  months.  In 
1909  it  cost  the  state  only  $43.29  a  student  for  12  months. 

The  average  rate  increase  of  attendance  for  each  two  years 
from  the  session  of  1899-1900  to  session  1907-1908  was 
14  3-5%,  and  the  average  increased  of  appropriation  for  main- 
tenance for  that  period  of  time  was  21  7-8%.  The  rate  of  in- 
crease of  attendance  for  the  past  two  years,  session  1907-1908 
and  session  1909-1910,  was  42  j4%t  but  the  increase  of  ap- 
propriation for  maintenance  for  that  period  of  time  was 
only  33  1-3%.  The  attendance  has  increased  27  J4%  faster 
than  the  maintenance  fund. 

Twenty  years  ago  it  cost  the  State  over  $7  per  month  to 
educate  a  person  at  the  Louisiana  State  Normal  School,  ten 
years  ago  it  cost  nearly  $5  per  month,  and  in  1907  it  cost 
$5.78  per  month.  During  the  past  two  years  the  addition  of 
French,  manual  training,  physical  and  chemical  laboratories, 
and  one  term  of  advanced  work  has  increased  the  relative  cost 
of  conducting  the  school,  but  the  cost  to  the  State  per  month 
for  each  student  has  been  reduced  to  the  minimum  of  $3.60. 
This  is  less  than  it  cost  to  educate  a  child  in  the  ordinary 
high  school.

The  health  of  the  students  has  been  excellent  and  the  work 
of  the  faculty  and  students  earnest  and  effective.  The  num- 
ber of  persons  who  have  graduated  and  entered  the  teaching 
profession  during  the  period  covered  by  this  report  is  231. 
Still  the  demand  for  trained  teachers  is  much  greater  than  the 
supply.  If  the  appropriations  named  herein  are  made  the 
State  Normal  School  will,  in  a  few  years,  be  able  to  supply 
all  the  trained  teachers  needed  in  our  public  schools  and  the 
supply  will  come  from  Louisiana  people.

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FOURTEENTH    BIENNIAL   REPORT 

OF   THE 

LOUISIANA    STATE    NORMAL    SCHOOL 

NATCHITOCHES,    LOUISIANA. 

TO  THE  GOVERNOR  AND  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY: 

I  hereby  respectfully  submit  the  Fourteenth  Biennial  Report  of  the 
State  Normal  School,  covering  the  period  from  April  16,  1 9 1 0  to  April 
15,  1912.  Established  in  1884,  and  opened  in  1885,  the  Normal 
School  is  now  completing  its  twenty-seventh  year.  During  that  time  the 
total  of  its  separate  year  enrollments  has  reached  1 4985  students.  The 
total  number  of  graduates,  comprising  the  class  to  be  graduated  May  23, 
1912,  is  more  than  1 500,  or  nearly  one-third  of  the  entire  white  teaching 
force  of  the  State.  Approximately  one-fourth  of  the  parish  suprintendents, 
high  school  principals  and  high  school  teachers^of  Louisiana  are  graduates 
of  the  Normal  School.  During  the  current  year  the  enrollment  of  separate 
students  in  the  school  is  as  follows:  total  of  all  departments,  1901,  divided 
as  follows:  Normal  department  1514,  model  school  419,  duplication  of 
names,  32.  Exclusive  of  the  students  who  pursued  the  summer  school 
work  in  1911,  the  enrollment  in  the  Normal  School  proper,  without 
duplication,  for  the  four  quarters  of  the  current  year  is  1110. 

The  fall  quarter  of  the  current  session  had  the  largest  enrollment  to  wit: 
671, 

Improvements  for  Tta/o  Years. 

Since  date  cf  the  last  biennial  report  the  following    improvements   have 
been  made  at  the  Normal  School: 

1 .  Purchase  of  1  75  acres  of  land,  giving  the   school  a    total  of   267 
acres. 

2.  Erection  of  a  fire-proof  concrete  dormitory,  with  a  capacity   of  92 
students. 
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3.  Building  and  equipping  a  modern  fire-proof  concrete  steam  laundry, 
with  capacity  for  700  students. 

4.  Erecting  a  fire-proof  concrete  dining  hall  and  dormitory.  This 
building  has  dining  room  capacity  for  1  000  students,  and  domitory  accom- 
modations for  32  students. 

5.  Moving  the  old  dining  hall  building  and  dining  rccm  annex,  thus 
reducing  largely  danger  from  fire  The  former  building,  with  a  capacity 
of  64  students  is  to  be  used  as  a  boys'  dormitory;  tfi3  latter  is  to  be  equipped 
as  an  inexpensive  farm  home  v/ith  modern  conveniences  and  to  be  used 
as  a  dormitory  during  the  summer  quarter. 

6.  Moving  Boyd  Hall,  the  lareest  frame  structure  on  the  grounds,  so 
as  to  make  room  for  the  erection  of  a  new  model  school. 

7.  Awarding  contract  for  the  erection  of  a  $50,000  model  school, 
the  cost  of  which  is  defrayed  by  the  proceeds  of  a  $50,000  issue  of  bonds 
voted  by  Ward  One  of  Natchitoches  Parish. 

8.  The  erection  of  a  fire-proof  concrete  dairy  barn  by  the  Normal 
Boarding  Club  at  a  cost  of  $  1  0,000.  This  building  is  now  in  course  of 
erection. 

9.  Purchase  of  additional  work  stock  for  the  school  farm  and  garden. 
(Club  funds) 

1 0.  Putting  in  a  1 2 -acre  truck  garden  to  supply  vegetables  to  the 
school  refectory.     (Club  funds) 

1  I.  The  cultivation  of  50  acres  of  land  to  supply  stock  feed.  (Club 
funds.) 

1 2.  Addition  of  shower  baths  to  the  swimming  pool  for  the  convenience 
of  the  club  girls.      (Club  funds.) 

1  3.     Building  concrete  walks  around  the  domitory  court. 

14.  Equipping  the  dining  hall  with  new  tables,  adding  a  24  foot 
range,  an  electric  dish  washing  machine,  a  largo  refrigerator  and  other 
equipment.     (Club  funds.) 

15.  Addition  of  equipment  for  all  laboratories,  the  work  shop,  and 
the  domestic  science  department. 

1 6.  Repairing  steam  heating  system  and  steam  pipe  lines. 
1  7.     Increasing  equipment  in  the  practice  school. 

1 8.  Improving  the  grounds  and  planting  hundreds  of  live  oaks,  elms, 
and  other  trees  and  shrubs. 
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1 9.  Furnishing  the  ladies  reception  room  and  the  chafing-dish  room 
in  the  dining  hall.    (Club   funds.) 

20.  Addition  of  a  course  in  rural  education  for  the  special  training  of 
country  school  teachers. 

2  1  .      Advancing    the  course  of  study  by  one  term  of  three  months. 

22.  Enriching  the  course  of  study  by  the  addition  of  instruction  in  hy- 
giene and  sanitation,  economics,  sociology,  dairying  and  poultry  raising,  and 
rural  school  organization  and  management. 

23.  Raising  the  standard  of  admission  to  the  second  year  of  approved 
high  school  work. 

24.  Advancing  the  course  by  the  introduction  of  higher  work  in  chem- 
istry, physics,  botany,  zoology,  mathematics,  Latin,  French,  history  and 
civics. 

25.  Purchase  of  nine  head  of  registered  Jersey  stock.  (Peabody 
funds.) 

26.  Repainting  the  water  tower  and  tank. 

27.  Screening  the  dining  hall,  Boyd  hall,  and  the  model  school  dormi- 
tory. 

28.  Dividing  the  large  rooms  in  two  dormitories,  thus  providing  better 
accommodation  for  the  students  in  groups  of  tv/o  or  three. 

29 .  Repairs  on  the  main  building,  and  draining  of  basement  floor. 

30.  Repair  of  gates  and  fences  and  whitewashing  same. 

31 .  Purchase  of  part  of-  manual  training  equipment  for  Model  School. 

32.  Grading  of  dormitory  court. 

33.  Building  poultry  houses  and  runs  and  purchasing  poultry.  (Club 
funds.) 

34.  Addition  to   equipment  of  the  cashier's  office. 

35.  Addition  of  five  members  to  the  faculty. 

36.  Purchase  of  farm  tools  for  the  garden  and  school  farm.  (Club 
funds.) 

37.  Repairing  clock  system  in  academic  building. 

38.  Building  board  wall  around  athletic  field  and  erecting  grand  stand 
with  a  capacity  of  1000. 

39.  Development  of  work  in  athletics,  addition  of  tennis  and  basket 
ball  courts,  and  athletic  apparatus. 

40.  Establishment  of  the  Normal  School  Quarterly  and  publication  of 
three  issues. 
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Present  Conditions. 

In  view  of  the  demands  made  upon  it  and  of  its  standing  among  the 
educational  institutions  of  the  country,  the  Louisiana  State  Normal  School 
is  the  most  inadequately  equipped  Normal  School  in  America. 

The  Normal  and  Industrial  College  of  Mississippi,  established  at  the  same 
time  that  this  institution  was,  had  in  1 890  thirteen  brick  buildings.  In  1912 
the  Louisiana  State  Normal  School  has  but  one  brick  and  three  concrete 
buildings.  All  others  are  fire  traps,  and  the  school  has  no  science  building, 
hospital,  library,  gymnasuim  or  assembly  hall  of  sufficient  capacity  to  accom- 
modate the  summer  school  student  body. 

A  recent  inventory  of  the  Normal  School  property  shows  a  valuation  in 
buildings,  including  frame  dormitories,  barns,  etc.,  of  less  than  $250,000. 
The  normal  schools  of  Kentucky  had  in  1 890  buildings  valued  a  t$5  75,000; 
Oklahoma  $6 1  7,000;  and  North  Carolina  $83 1 ,000.  The  annual  incomes 
of  these  institutions  two  years  ago  were  Kentucky  $201 ,798,  Oklahoma 
$196,236,  North  Carolina  $286,937.  In  each  instance  the  revenues  of 
these  institutions  for  the  year  1910  were  greater  than  that  of  the  Louisiana 
State  Normal  School  for  the  two  years  ending  June  30,  1912. 

For  the  year  1910,  the  state  of  Iowa  appropriated  for  its  normal  school 
at  Cedar  Falls  $1  55,000  for  maintenance  and  $66,000  for  improvements; 
Kansas  appropriated  for  one  of  its  three  normal  schools  (Emporia)  $128- 
000  for  salaries  and  maintenance,  and  $55,805  for  improvements;  Missouri 
appropriated  $31  7,620  for  salaries  and  maintenance  in  normal  schools,  and 
New  Jersey,  $1  56,000  for  maintenance  and  $63,500  for  .increase  of  plants 
at  one  of  it?  normal  schools. 
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INe^decl   Appropriations 

A  broad  and  statesmanlike  policy  on  the  part  of  the  Slate,  in  so  far  as 
the  Louisiana  State  Normal  School  is  concerned,  requires  that  this  institution 
should  ( 1 )  continue  to  offer  the  most  efficient  instruction  to  its  fifteen  hun- 
dred students  who  are  annually  trained  to  become  teachers;  (2)  maintain 
properly  the  model  school  of  400  students,  in  which  the  practice  teaching 
is  done;  (3)  operate  all  departments  successfully;  and  (4)  work  conserva- 
tively towards  the  establishment  and  development  of  a  substantial  and  per- 
manent plant.  To  accomplish  these  ends,  certain  expropri- 
ations are  imperatively  required  at  the  hands  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana. 

The  pressing  needs  of  additional  teachers  of  higher  subjects  incorporated 
into  the  courses  of  study,  of  an  increase  in  apparatus  for  the  several  labora- 
tories, of  equipment  for  the  new  course  in  rural  education,  of  permanent 
plans  and  work  for  the  improvement  of  the  grounds,  and  of  adequate  care 
and  repairs  incidental  to  a  large  and  growing  plant — all  these  items  demand 
an  increase  of  appropriation  for  general  maintenance. 

So  far  as  its  institutions  are  concerned,  the  State  is  interested  in  the  re- 
sults they  accomplish.  Judged  by  this  criterion,  the  Louisiana  State  Nor- 
mal School  submits  that  it  is  rendering  the  State  an  unexcelled  service. 
During  the  two  years  closing  June  30,  1912,  the  School  will  have  gradu- 
ated and  sent  out  into  the  service  of  the  State  362  trained  teachers — men 
and  women  inbued  vvith  the  sacredness  of  their  calling.  During  the  pre- 
ceding two  years,  the  number  graduated  was  231,  showing  an  increase  in 
two  years  of  56  per  cent.  This  demonstrates  the  growth  of  the  institution 
when  judged  by  results.  During  the  twenty-seven  years  of  its  existence, 
the  Normal  School  has  sent  out  more  than  1  500  graduates,  practically  all 
of  whom  have  entered  upon  school  work  in  Louisiana  and  a  large  majority 
of  whom  are  now  serving  the  State.  Besides,  thousands  of  other  teachers 
have  received  part  of  their  professional  training  in  this  institution. 

During  the  year  1 9 1 0  a  concrete  dormitory  with  capacity  for  92  students 
was  erected;  in  1911  the  new  dining  hall  and  dormitory  was  built  at  a 
cost  of  $38,000;  before  Jan.  1 ,  1913,  the  new  model  school  will  be  com- 
pleted. The  addition  of  these  three  buildings  makes  it  imperative  that  a 
third  unit  be  now  added  to  the  power  and  heat  plant  and  that  the  present 
frame  structure  be  replaced  by  a  concrete  building.  This  will  cost  $5,000. 

On  Feb.  8,  1912  the  first  ward  of  Natchitoches  Parish  voted  a  five-mill 
twelve-year  tax,  amounting  to  $50,000,  for  the  erection  of  a  Model  School 
Building.  The  equipment  of  this  house,  comprising  pupils'  and  teachers' 
desks,  school  room  appliances,  gymnasuim  apparatus,  kindergarten  room, 
library  furniture  and  books,  lockers,  shades,  manual  training  benches  and 
tools,  and  domestic  science  furniture  and  utensils,  will  cost  $5000.  These 
two  appropriations  are  urgent,  and  should  become  available  at  the  earliest 
day  possible.
